^mmvmrn, Col. , Feb. 4.— A scene having 
few equals in history has just, been pre- 
eented in Denver. The dead body of little 
Mary Rose Matthews, who was ho brutally 
murdered by Michael Cuddigan and wife, 
and who were lynched for their crime, 
wax placed on public exhibition here at an 
undertaker's, and during the day was 
visited by fully 10,000 people. 

In the morning the emaciated body wa« 
placed on a slab, and the doors thrown 
open to visitors. All day and evening the 
morbidly eurious strung in ami out of the 
building. There was a constant stream, 
and to avoid a crowd several policemen 
were stationed around the body to keep the 
crowd moving. Among tha throng were 
thousands of women, and nearly all were 
moved to tears. Home (Tied hysterically. 
Meanwhile several Ouray citizens were 
mingling in the crowd trying to create 
sympathy for the lynchers by saying that 
was the body which had moved them 
to tnko the live, of the little ones murder- 
em, and was it not a just retribution, Uiey 

Men turned away from the body with a 
shudder. Th I body is iu a frightful con- 
dition; language is inadequate to picture 
the feelings that must have pervaded the 
breast of any sensitive person after having 
gazed on the bruised aud mutilated body 
of the little waif.
